his book on Constitutional 
Government, Woodrow Wilson says: 
"Our courts are the balance-wheel 
of our whole constitutional system, 
and ours is the only constitutional 
system so balanced and controlled. 
Other constitutional systems lack 
complete poise and certainty of op­ 
eration because they lack the sup­ 
port and interpretation of authori­ 
tative, Indisputable courts of law, 
"It is clear beyond all need of ex­ 
position that for the definite main­ 
tenance 
of constitutional 
under­ 
standings it is indispensable, alike 
for the preservation of the individ­ 
ual, and for the preservation of the 
Integrity of the powers of the Gov­ 
ernment, that there should be some 
non-political forum in which those 
understandings can be impartially 
debated and determined. That forum 
our courts supply. 


"The constitutional powers of the 
courts,” concludes Wilson, “consti­ 


tute the ultimate safeguard alike of 
individual privilege and governmen­ 
tal prerogative. It is in this sense 
that our judiciary is the balance- 
wheel of our entire system.”

HATCHING EGGS. 
S A V E S 
G E T GOOD B A B Y CHICKS. 


Hatching eggs 
to be 
hauled or 
shipped to the hatchery should bo 
packed snugly into th** case with the 
large end up, says Borh y Wanton 
in charge of the poultry office of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, as 
hatching eggs are less likely to be 
broken when in this position than if 
they are packed with the small end 
up. 
Each normal egg has an air cell at 
the large end, Mr. Winton explains, 
a? I it is necessary that the m em ­ 
brane separating trio inner portion 
of tile egg from the shell m em brane 
neither be broken or shaken loose. 
Research at the National Agricultor 
ii Research Center, Beltsville, Md. 
bas shown that eggs with tremulous 
ai’ cells hatched only two-thirds as 
well as the eggs which had normal 
air ('(‘lls. 
Packing the eggs with tho 
large end up removes tile pressure 
from the inner membrane 
Mr. Winton cautions th at the egg 
case should never be placed on tn 
bum per of an automobile, as th* 
b ration at this point is possibly mach 
gre a te r than on the floor inside the 
car If tho hatching eggs are hauled 
ir a wagon or truck the bed should 
be m atted with straw, which serves 
as a shock absorber. 
In th*1 early part of th< hatching 
s< ason it is necessary to gather eggs 
often as hatching eggs should not 
be allowed to chill. 
They should be 
stored at a te m p e ra tu re ranging from 
-Vi degrees K. to 60 degrees F. 
A 
frost-proof cellar or basement is usu­ 
ally a good place for storage. 
Teats also have shown th at hatch­ 
ing eggs should not be held longer 
than a week or ten days before de­ 
liv ery to the hatchery, Mr. Winston 
soys.

Czechoslovakia Loses a Saint 
I 
’N I E "little father of Czechoslo­ 
vakia,’’ Dr. Thomas G. M asaryk, 
founder of the republic, died in P ra ­ 
ha. 
He was eighty-seven years old. 
It was the efforts of Dr. M asaryk 
in the great c apitals of Europe dur­ 
ing the World war which made pos­ 
sible the creation of his country. 
Its people revered him as the sym ­ 
bol of their liberty, the patron saint 
of freedom. 
He was their first pres­ 
ident, serving first in 1918, and be­ 
ing three times re-elected. 
In 1935, 
with old age coming upon him, he 
resigned his office to Eduard Benes, 
his colleague, who was at his bed 
when he lost the battle against the 
death he philosophically considered 
“ the common enemy of m ankind.” 
He once said: “ If it must come I 
shall at least know I died fighting it.”

every way. 
It should contain the 
proper supply ei protein of the light 
quality. 
Tankage, skimmilk or but­ 
termilk are composed of a good per 
cent of protein. There is a source of 
protein in forage, alfalfa, soy bean, 
clover and rape, but as these crops 
are not available in tin* green stage 
during winter, the farm er must re­ 
ly on c o n c e n t r a t e s , such as linseed 
n cal. eotton-seed and soy bean meal 
middlings and bran. 
The solution of tin* problem, hove 
ever, lies in the liberal use of tank 
age and milk rn some 
form, 
as no 
plant protein lias yet been teated that 
will • qua! I bes- ta o animal protein - 
in swine* nutrition. Tankage has been 
found to give unsatisfactory results 
when mixed with other feeds. 
C arbohydrates or the starchy part 
of the ration must be limited, for a 
full feed is likely to cause pregnant 
.sows to become inactive and overfat. 
This can be 
done by limiting 
the 
am ount of corn products. 
To keep 
the sows satisfied 
they should 
be 
given access to alfalfa or soy bean 
hav in racks. 
The minerals in tho ration are a
